McFate said it was the inten- 
tion of the Jaycees to bring the 
matter before the town council 
of Atherton at the earliest op- 
portunity. 

Walter Miller, 13831 Sevier ave- 
nue, arose from the audience in 
opposition to the proposal. He 
stated that a similar question had 
raised the claim that there was no 
applicable voting unit to decide 
the matter. This case, he said, still 
is being heard before the Public 
Utilities Commission. 

McFate declared he would look 
into the situation further and keep 
the council informed.

McFate de- 
clared both were technical matters 
and that “misinformation” cloud- 
ed public understanding. 

Miller replied that the two were 
entirely different, in that chlorina- 
tion was a matter of treating and 
purifying the water itself, while 
fluoridation was designed to bring 
about physiological affects in the 
bodies of those who drank the 
water.

Immediately follow- 
ing this action, councilmen were given a preliminary peek at 
the coming year’s budget. Wages and salaries, according to the 
budget, will be up a total of 14.1 per cent, yet the overall budget 
increase is expected to be only 7.3 per cent. 

This, commented Mayor Burgess, is the smallest percentage 
increase in the city’s history, and in a growing area such as this 
it is gratifyingly small.
